XD CI SP ETE. 


HE art of engraving fupplies us, upon many occafions, with what has 

been the great defideratum of the lovers of feience, an univerfal lan- 
guage. Nay, it conveys clearer ideas of moft natural objects, than words 
can expre/s; makes ftronger impreffions upon the mind; and to every perfon 
converfant with the fubjecl, gives an immediate comprehenfion of what it 
reprefents. 


From the time when this art came more generally into ufe, 1t has been 
much more eafy both to communicate and to prejerve difcoveries and im- 
provements; and natural knowledge has been gradually rifing, till it is at 
length become the diftinguifhing charatleriflic of the moft enlightened age of 
the world. 


Anatomy has, at leaft, kept pace in improvement with the other branches 
of natural knowledge. Many of the moderns, through much labour and 
patience, as well as ingenuity and judgment, have thrown confiderable lights 
upon the ftructure and operations of the human body; and they have parti- 
cularly by engravings, made the fludy of that art, in which humanity is. o 
much interefled, both more eafy and pleafant. Moft of the principal parts 
of anatomy have, in this manner, been fuccefsfully illuftrated. 


One part however, and that the moft curious, and certainly not the leaft 
emportant of all, the pregnant womb, had not been treated by anatomifls with 
proportionable fuccefs. Let it not, however, be olyected to them, that they ne- 
glected what in fadi it was rarely in their power to cultivate. Few, or 
none of the anatomifts, had met with a fufficient number of fubjects, either 
for invefligating, or for demonftrating the principal circumftances of utero- 
geflation in the humamfpecies. But let what cannot be praifed, in others, be 
paffed over in filence. With re[bect to the prefent undertaking, in the year 
1751 the author met with the firft favourable opportunity of examining, in 
the human fpecies, what before he had been fludying in brutes. A woman 
died fuddenly, when very near the end of her pregnancy; the body was pro- 
cured before any fenfible putrefadtion had begun ; the Jeafon of the year was 
Javourable to diffection; the injection of the blood-veffels proved fuccefsful ; 
a very able painter, in this way, was found ; every part was examined in 
the moft public manner, and the truth was thereby well authenticated, 


In the courfe of fome months, the drawings of the firft ten plates were 
Jinifhed, and from time to time the fubject was publicly exhibited, with fuch 
remarks as had occurred in the examination of the feveralparts. Many lovers 
of this fludy approved of the author's propofal to publifh the anatomy of the 
gravid uterus, dluftrated by thofe ten plates: the work was immediately 
put into the hands of our beft artifts; and fubfcriptions were received. 


In the mean time a fecond fubject was procured; which, though the wea- 
ther happened to be very unfavourable, afforded a few fupblemental figures, 
of importance enough to be taken into the work. And before the engravings 
were finifhed, a third fubject occurred very opportunely, which cleared up 
Jome difficulties, and furnifhed fome ufeful additional figures. 


The original plan having been only to publifh the firft ten plates, as a 
ground-work for farther improvements in this branch of anatomy, to be added 
whenever good opportunities fhould be offered, the author now began to en- 
tertain hopes of being able to give a much more compleat work. He forefaw

that, in the courfe of [ome years, by diligence he might procure in this great 
city, Jo many opportunities of fludying the gravid uterus, as to be enabled 
to make up a tolerable fyflem ; and to exhibit, by figures, all the principal 
changes that happen in the nine months of utero-geftation. Such 1s the 
work which, at length, ts offered to the public. The execution of 1t has 
indeed taken up more time, than what was at ferfl expetied: but 1t gives the 
author no fmall fatesfaction to reflect, that the delay of publication has con- 
tributed not a little to the value of the work. 


That one perfon fhould have had fo many opportunities of uluftrating this 
Julyect, has been owing to fortunate circumftances, as well as to the affiftance 
of many friends. Even fince the laft plate was finifhed, he had an oppor- 
tunity of making a drawing of a younger embryo than he had before Jeen; 
and he has likewife made fome figures from a very curious cafe, which he 
lately met with, namely a conception in the fallopian tube. Thefe, and what- 
ever may hereafter occur, he will offer to the public upon fome future occa- 
fron; probably in the way of a fupplemental plate, or with the anatomical 
defcribtion of the gravid uterus, which he propofes to publifh at full length. 
He has not hitherto had leifure to finifh that part of the work. But of he 


. Should be prevented from doing it, by any unforefeen accident, tt will be in 


the power of many gentlemen of the profeffion to do it for him, as he has 
conftantly explained his obfervations on this fubject in his public lectures. 


ANATOMICAL figures are made in two very different ways; one is 
the fimple portrait, in which the object is reprefented exactly as it was Jeen; 
the other is a reprefentation of the object under fuch circumftances as were 
not actually feen, but conceived in the imagination. Bidloo has given us 
Jpecimens of the firft kind; Euftachius of the latter. 


That figure which 1s a clofe reprefentation of nature, and which is finifh- 
ed from a view of one fubjeét, will often be, unavoidably, fomewhat indiffindt 
or defective in ome parts: the other, being a figure of fancy, made up per- 
haps from a variety of fludies after NATURE, may exhibit 2n one view, what 
could only be feen in feveral objects ; and at admits of a better arrangement, 
of abridgement, and of greater precifion. The one may have the elegance and 
harmony of the natural object ; the other has commonly the hardne/s of a geo- 
metrical diagram : the one fhews the object, or gives perception ; the other on- 
ly defcribes, or gives an idea of tt. A very effential advantage of the firft is, 
that as at reprefents what was actually feen, it carries the mark of truth, and 
becomes almoft as infalhble as the object itfelf. 


With regard to this work, which is a faithful reprefentation of what was 
actually feen, the Judgement of the public will probably be divided. Many will 
appwove of the labour and expenfe which have been beflowed upon it, and 
commend the largene/s, elegance, and variety of the figures. Others will 
think that a great part of the expenfe might have been fpared, and the work 
thereby rendered of more general ufe, if the figures had been made to a Jmaller 
Jcale, if the engraving had been lefs finifhed, and if Jome of the figures, 
which are very fumilar to others, had been omitted. 


Anatomical figures being intended to fhew, as much as poffible, the true na- 
ture, that is, the peculiar habit and compofition of parts, as well as the out- 
ward form, Jituation and connection of them, Should certainly be large ; other- 
wife the [maller component parts can not be diftinétly reprefented ; and of the 
natural [ie of the object be tolerably fit for an engraving, that muft be of all 
others the very befl, as it has the advantage of fhewing Juch an important cir- 
cumftance. Upon thefe confiderations, all the figures in this work were made 
of the natural fixe, except a few which were reduced in fize, and one or two 
of minute objects which, on that account, were magnified.

For the reafon already given it fhould feem obvious that anatomical figures 
ought to be likewife well finifhed. In many fubjects of painting, indeed, the 
Jlight manner of producing an effect, without labour, is very agreeable; par- 
ticularly when, either the Jubject is fo well known, that a mere hint is enough 
to the imagination, which eafily fupplies all that is wanting ; as, in defigns 
where human figures, and other well known objeéts are introduced ; or, when 
the fmaller parts of obyeéts are not to be [een diftintty, as the objetls, e[peci- 
ally the more diftant ones, in a land/cape. But in anatomy, as in natural 
hiftory, the fubject is fuppofed to be new, or only imperfeétly known; and the 
Jmaller parts are to be fludied with care, as well as the larger maffes. In 
thofe parts of anatomical figures, indeed, which are mere repetitions, or near- 
ly fo, the labour and expence of finifhing may well be Javed. Accordingly in 
this work the greater part is tolerably well finifhed, fome very highly and deli- 
cately ; matters of lefs moment, or approaching to repetitions are executed in 
a [light manner ; and what is merely a repetition, is commonly put down in 
bare out-lines. 


Any judicious perfon, who examines this work with care, will naturally 
think that the plan might have been more regular and more compact: but it 
is prefumed that he will be lefs diffatisfied with the authors befl endeavours 
when he fhall confider the difficulties which lie in the way, and render the 
Subject almoft unmanageable. In many other works of anatomy, imperfeéti- 
ons, and particularly a want of method, are not readily excufed. For, if the 
author will but take the pains, he may firft of all make himfelf mafter of his 
Julject by repeated diffections and experiments; he may, at has leifure, lay 
down a fludied plan for a compleat and regular work; and with his own con- 
vemence he may execute his plan from a variety of dead bodies. 


But, opportunities of diffetting the human pregnant uterus at leifure, very 
rarely occur. Indeed, to moft anatomifts, of they have. happened at all, it 
has been but once or twice in their whole lives. Upon Juch occafions there- 
fore, even when attended with the moft favourable circumflances, the anato- 
mift muft fix upon a plan, without lofs of time, and at once carry on two 
Jchemes which are hardly compatible; that is to Jay, he muft diffect for his 
own information, in the firft place, and yet conduct the inquiry Jo as to have 
good drawings made of the principal appearances: and it is more than pro- 
bable that he muft alter any plan that he might have propofed, and adapt it 
to a variety of circumftances in the fuljeét that could not be forefeen; and 
much time muft be loft, and the parts muft be confiderably injured by long ex- 
pofure to the air before the painter ; e[pecially of the work be conduéted by an 
anatomiftwho will not allow the artifl to paint from memory or imagination, 
but only from immediate obfervation. 


If the author could have forefeen the numerous opportunities which have 
fallen to his fhare, he might have eafily improved Jome of the figures; and 
by adapting them better to one another he might have compleated the feries 
in a [maller number. He has actually kept back Jeveral drawings which had 
been made, and two plates which had been engraved, that the work might 
not be overcharged; and would have withheld more, for that reajon, if he 
had not thought that it would probably be long before a more perfeét [yflem of 
Jigures would be offered to the public. This confideration. induced him to 
ryfk the being cenfured rather for having done too much, than too little. 


In a work which was already become too large and expenjive, it was thought 
proper to omit the internal anatomy of the child, efpecially as that part has 


been executed by others, and opportunities of fludying it may be eafily pro- 
cured.

The additional expenfe of Mr. Baskerville's art was not incurred for the 
Jake of elegance alone ; but principally for the advantage of his paper and ink, 
which render a leaf of his Prefi-Work an excellent prefervative of the plates 
between which at is placed. 


If it be allowed that the author has fpared neither labour, nor time, nor 
expenje in improving an important part of anatomy, this is all the merit which 
he can claim. In moft of the diffections he was affifted by his brother Mr. 
John Hunter, whofe accuracy in anatomical refearches 1s fo well known, that 
to omit this opportunity of thanking him for that affiflance, would be in fome 
meafure to difregard the future reputation of the work itfelf. He owes like- 
wife much to the ingenious artiftswho made the drawings and engravings; and 
particularly to Mr. Strange, not only for having by his hand fecured a fort of 
emmortality to two of the plates, but for having given his advice and affiftance 
in every part with a fteady and difinterefted friend/hip.

"HE Sift ten plates were made from the diffection of a woman, who 
died fuddenly, in the end of her ninth month of pregnancy, inthe year 
1750.7 he arteries andthe veins were injecled with wax of different colours. 
This plate reprefents the object, as it appeared when the abdomen was 
opened by a crucial incifion, and the four angles of the containing parts 
turned outwards; the fubject lying on its back, but fo: that the upper 
part of the trunk was confiderably higher than the eff. 
The thighs and pudenda require no explanation: the latter of thefe 
were edematous in the fulject, as they appear in this figure. 


AA The forepart of the cheft, juft below the breafls, where the trunk was 
cut through, and which therefore terminates the figure above. 

DB The two upper angles of the integuments, mufcles, and peritoneum, 
turned. back over the cartilaginous margin of the chef. 

CC The two inferior angles, turned down over the groin, thigh, and ante- 
rior fpine of the os ilium, on each fide. In each of thefe, at its lower 
edge and oppofite to the middle of the thigh, a part may be obferved to 
be firetched and puckered, where a thread was fixed, which pulled the 
Slap down, in order more fully to expofe the womb and adjacent parts. 


D The upper end of the longitudinal incifion, at the pit of the flomach, 
Leginning yuft at the point of the enfiform cartilage. 

E The lower end of the fame incifion carried down to the fymphyfis of the 
offa pubis. 

F The umbilical or falciform ligament of the liver, which runs upwards, 
on the infide of the abdominal mufcles, to the fiffure between the great 
and the [mall lobe of that vicus. 

GG The epigaftric artery-and vein, projecting through the peritoneum, 
upon each of the lower angles of the mufcles. 

H The [mall lobe of the liver, Jituated in. the higheft part of the epi- 
gaftric region. Upon its furface are reprefented Jome fmall arteries, 
which emerge from the glandular fubflance, and are diffufed in the peri- 
toneum ¢hat covers it.

Its 
Surface is interfperfed with a number of fmall veffels, the greateft part of 
which are veins. They were filled with blood only, and therefore gra- 
dually difappeared after the fubject had been preferved Jome time. Its 
Jituation is a little oblique, and towards the right fide. The navel was a 

_ little higher than the part upon which this letter is placed. The form of 
the womb is a little irregular, at fome places projecting more than at 
others. This feemed partly owing to its being moulded upon the neigh- 
bouring bowels, particularly at its fundus; and partly to its contents ; 
whence, 

P A fwelling ‘towards the left fide of the womb, where the middle of 

_ "the placenta adhered; and 

Q, A fwelling on the right fide of the womb, where the buttocks of the 
child lay; and where the child could be felt, pretty diflincily, through 
its fubftance. All around this part the womb was fomewhat depreffed, 
and felt like a bag of water. 

RR = The round ligaments. The left ts longer than the right, becaufe of the 
oblique fituation of the womb. The exit of each was brought to view 
by drawing down the lower angles of the integuments, dyc. with threads: 
and the appearance of a flricture there, was occafioned. by a fheath-like 
doubling and protrufion of the peritoneum aitending thofe ligaments 

Jome little way; which differed only in degree from that procefs of the 


peritoneum, which accompanies the [bermatic rope in a dog, or bull.

ning of the tubers feen, the reft running down behind the womb. — Of 
the left tube the middle part only ds expofed; its beginning at the womb 
being concealed by the gut which lies upon that part, and the end or 
fimbriae being covered by the fpermatic veffels... Thofe veffels are pretty 
diflincily feen in the left fide: they fill up all the [pace between the round 
ligament and the tube: the fmall veffel is the artery, and the great, 
to which that clings, is the vein: both of them are paffing up tothe fide of 


the womb, in that doubling of the peritoneum called, the broad heament.

there was no appearance of injected veins upon the chorion, or in the 
amnion ; both of which were fo tranfparent, that the child's Jkin could 
be feen diftinétly through them. 

bb A portion of the external furface of the placenta, inter/perfed 
partly with extravafated wax, from the venal Jiftem of the womb, and 
partly with wyected veins, paffing into it from the interior Jurface of the 
womb.

All the parts of this figure, except the womb, and tts contents, are 
nearly the fame as thofe reprefented by out-lines in the fifth plate, where 
they are lettered and explained. The only difference is, that here all the 
upper part of the bladder is cut away, in order to fhew the fituation of 
the child's head in the lower part of the womb. All the forepart, both 


— of the womb and of the fecundines, (which included the placenta) is 


removed. The navel-ftring is cut, tied, and turned to the left fide, 
over the edge of the womb. At the fundus the invefling membranes 
are likewife turned over the edge of the womb, that they might be 
more apparent. The head of the child is lodged in the lower part of the 
womb, or in the cavity of the pelvis ; and its body hes principally in the 
right fide. Its pofition 15 diagonal or oblique : Jo that its poflerior parts 
are turned forwards and to the right fide of the mother, and its foreparts 
are direéted backwards and to the left fide. ° Its right foot appears be- 
tween its left thigh and leg. Its body was covered with a white, greafy 
mucus, which 1s commonly feen on children at their birth. This ts re- 
prefented at the upper part 'of its back, where it was interfetted with 
lines, from the wrinkles and motion of the child's body. Every part is 
reprefented juft as it was found; not fo much as one joint of a Jinger 
having been moved to fhew any part more diftinélly, or to give a more 


pitturefque effect.

View of the outfide of the forepart of the womb, as it appear- 
ed when quite dry; exhibiting a fpecimen of the uterine veffels, at 
the part where the placenta adhered. 
The veins were filled with yellow wax, and are readily diftinguifhed 
by the largenefs, light colour, and frequent anaftomofes, from the ar- 
teries, which are here fmaller, lefs numerous, ferpentine, and of a darker 
colour. The arteries were all convoluted ; but they did not appear to be 
fo numerous, becaufe many of the branches were filled with the yellow 
wax, which had been thrown into the veins. This is feen, in one in- 
Stance, at the letter A. 
The deeper-feated veins could not be diftinétly feen through the dried 
fübflance of the womb, and are therefore reprefented with the fame ob- 
Jcurity and confufion which appeared in the object itfelf.

ed, covered by a continuation of the chorion: upon this are _feen the firft 
branches of the umbilical veffels. The arteries are fufficiently diftinguifh- 
able by their lighter colour. ; 

They appeared Jo from being filled with a lighter coloured green wax, 
and from the tran[barency of their coats: but on the navel-/tring it was 
the contrary ; becaufe the vein, being the moft central, was covered with 
a greater thickne[s of the gelatinous fubflance of the firing, and therefore 
did not allow the darker-coloured blue wax to be fo well feen. 

Part of the decidua left at the edge, and turned over the infide of the 
placenta, /o as to /hew its outer furface (which had adhered to the womb) 
full of fmall veffels, injected with yellow wax from the uterine veins. 

The body of the placenta was uniformly filled with the yellow wax. 
This had fo compleatly filled all the-celutarfubsiance of the placenta 
that upon the injide it appeared every where through the chorion. And 
the wax was every where manifeflly granulated; fo that it had plainly 
filled natural cavities: for if it had filled the fubflance of the placenta by 
common extrava[ation, tt would have formed itfelf into irregular and large 
maffes. From this injection of the fpungy or cellular part, the placenta 
had acquired at leaft double its natural thickne/s.

A portion of the internal furface of the womb, from a woman who died 
two days after delivery. 

When thefe ten plates were finifhed, I intended to have publifhed 
them immediately; and this third figure was added, as the only fupple- 
ment which I could give at that time. It fhews the difference between 
the furface of the womb (A,B, C.) where the membranes had adhered, and 
that furface (D, E, F,) to which the placenta had been fixed. The firft 
was much more [mooth and uniform ; the latter was full of large venous ori- 
fices. At the firft examination, all thefe orifices were found filled up with 
plugs of coagulated blood, which projected ome way into the cavity of the 
womb. The part being fteeped fome time in water, they became whiter, 
and many of them fell out, or were pulled out, to fhew the orifices of 
the veins more clearly. — In this flate the drawing was made.

None of the wax, injetled. into the veffels of the womb, had paffed 
into the branches of thofe veffels which compofe the navel-ftring ; and as 
they contained only ome blood, they were not diftinétly marked, where 
they fpread, from the navel-ftring, over the internal Jurface of the pla- 
centa. But the cells, or interftices in the [pungy part of the placenta, 
were univerfally loaded with wax; either the blue, which was injected 
into the veins of the womb, or the red, which was thrown into the ar- 
teries. This ts illuftrated by Fig. II. 

The membranes, coming out from the edge of the placenta, and in- 
vefting the womb all around. 

The edge of the placenta, in this cafe, was much more elevated and 
diftinét, its fpungy fubftance being diftended.

It was neither attached 
to the amnion nor the chorion; furrounded with the tender Jelly; connected, 
as by a pedicle, to the navel of the fcetus by an artery and a vein; which lay fo 
clofe together, as to appear like one veffél filled with red blood, and difperfing 
its branches on the veficula umbilicalis alone. 

The head of the foetus was longer than the trunk: the arms and legs had 
Shot out but a little way: the abdominal vifcera were not covered: the darker 
part of thefe was the red liver: there being no navel-firing, the foetus was at- 
tached at iis abdomen to the infide of the amnion and of the chorion, which 
were contiguous at that place.

An entire conception fuppofed to be in the fourth week. The broad and flat 
upper part of the object was a bag of a tender texture, formed of the decidua 
only, with a ragged perforation at each of the two upper angles, where the 
tubes were fuppofed to have entered; and the thick and narrow portion, at the 
lower part of the objet, confifled of all the membranes and their contents.

The infide of the fame object, laid open by a vertical feclion. The whole con- 
ception retained full the triangular fhape of the fundus uteri. The broad up- 
per part fhews the fmoother and cribriforme internal furface of the decidua; 
and the narrow part below fbews the fection and cavity of all the membranes. The 
rudiments of the foetus were diffolued. The amnion had feparated from, and 
‘Lay loofe in the cavity of the chorion. Of the two, concentric, white circles, the 
interior is the feétion of the chorion; upon the out/ide of which is feen the 
firatum of fpongy fubflance into which the veffels fhoot from the chorion. The 
outer white circle reprefents, at its lower part, the decidua covering the pla- 
centa; and, al its upper part, the decidua reflexa.

It plainly appears that, the decidua, in this cafe, was a thick membrane (of a gelatinous 
texture) which had lined and adhered to the whole triangular cavity of the fundus uteri ; 
that, the tubes terminated on its internal furface; that, the chorion was lodged in its dupli- 
cature, or was furrounded with its fubjlance; and that, in proportion as the chorion would 
have been extended, in the progre/s of geflation, it would have encroached upon the cavity of 
the decidua, /lretching its interior lamella (or decidua reflexa) till at length the cavity 
being obliterated, that interior lamella would have come into contact with the infide of the 
decidua. This progreffive change will be more clearly underflood by comparing the three fol- 
lowing figures in the inverted order, viz. IX, VIII, and VII,
